A.M. Klein (1909-1972) is increasingly recognized as a writer whose engagement with 


language and history speaks powerfully to the issues of the contemporary world. As a poet 


and novelist, as a Jewish community leader and North American observer of European anti- 


Semitism and the Holocaust, his influence was far-reaching. Klein’s life among languages 
found an apt setting in the neighbourhood of Mile End in Montreal, between the 
traditionally English-speaking West end and the Francophone East end. The linguistic and 
architectural hybridity of his immigrant neighbourhood confirmed 


his identity as a citizen of the Jewish diaspora 


in North America.
